MANY HURT IN 


LONDON BLASTS 


Empire Capital Rocked By 
Terrific Explosions In 


Factory

LONDON, Jan. 18.—Five per- 
sons were killed and an undis- 
closed number injured in a series 
of terrific explosions in the Royal 
Gunpowder factory at Walham 
Abbey today. i 
Three rapid-fire blasts, felt over 
a radius of 20 miles in north Lon- 
don, brought thousands tumbling 
into the streets in the belief Ger- 
man planes were bombing the Em- 
pire’s capital, but police quickly 

circulated the assurance there had 
been no enemy action. 

Two accidents in other parts of 
England took three lives and injur- 
ed several soldiers. An accident of 
undisclosed nature killed three 
members of the Queen's Royal Re- 
giment in Dorsetshire and injured 
a fourth seriously. Several soldiers 
were injured by a boiler explosion 
in a garrison in southeast England. 

Police said the London blasts 
were accidental. 


Several. hours after the explosions 
flames were sweeping the plant 
and the loss is certain to be great. 
Flames leaped high in the air and 
a pall of smoke covered the area 
of London's northern outskirts, 


WINDOWS BLOWN IN 


Windows of hundreds of resi- 
dences and other factories were 
blown in, but the fire did not 
spread immediately. 

While police ascribed the blasts 
to an accident, a statement by other 
officials had not been issued up to 
late this afternoon. 

Grave-faced women and other 
relatives of employees kept an anxi- 
ous vigil. Police established & cor- 
don a quarter-mile from the plant 
and it was impossible to determine 
the full extent of the damage. 

The extent of the casualties also 
was difficult to learn as the plant 
has its own hospital and the in- 
jured were not brought out,

Co-Operative Effort For 
Agriculture Is Stated 
Need 


Union of all agricultural bodies 
in Alberta as a prelude to the or- 
ganization of all farmers in Can- 
ada was debated Thursday morn- 
ing at the U.F.A. convention here. 
Vote on the resolution wil! take 
place later in the convention. 

Multiplicity of farm organiza- 
tions, the resolution declared, ‘does 
not lend itself to co-operative ef- 
fort or enable us to achieve the 


maximum benefits.” 
The resolution asks U.F.A. of- 
ficers “immediately to call to- 


gether representatives of each and 
every organization which has the 
welfare of agriculturists as their ob- 
jective, for the purpose of uniting 
them in one major organization.” 
“When this provincial organiza- 
tion is properly completed, ad- 
vances should be made to similar 
organizations in other provinces for 
the purpose of uniting agricultural 
organizations throughout the Dom- 
inion of Canada,” the resolution con- 


cludes.

the Pearce Water Proposal as being | 
suitable for a Prairie Farm Re- 
habilitation Act.

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SANDLER URGES 


SCANDINAVIAN 
MILITARY AID 


Former Foreign Minister 
Says Collaboration Should 
Not Be Limited 


STOCKHOLM, Jan. 18.—Rich- 
ard Sandler, former foreign min- 
ister, urged military co-operation 
of the Scandinavian countries to- 


day in a continuation of the 
Riksdag (parliament) debate on 
the budget. 

“Last week's events have con- 
vinced me that the collaboration of 
the northern countries should not 
be limited to the Aaland Islands

There is reason in the suggestion made 
at the U. F. A. convention that a board of 
review under the Farmers’ Creditors Ar- 
rangement Act should have power to re- 
vise the terms of a debt settlement made 
by it, when evidence is shown that revision 
is necessary in the interests of justice and 
to a final clearing-up of that particular 
item in the “debt mess”. The very factors 
—crop failure for instance—which made 
one adjustment necessary may make an- 
other one imperative. 

A compromise arrangement which 
seems fair and workable today may be 
quite unfair—to one party or the other— 
or absolutely impossible of fulfilment, two 
or three years hence. The hazards of 
farming are many, and very real. It would 
seem reasonable that a board should have 
power to reconsider and alter the terms, 
if it can be shown that subsequent events 
over which neither debtor nor creditor 
had control have made the bargain un- 
workable, or confiscatory to one party.

Country First 


Mr. Hore-Belisha and Prime Minister 
Chamberlain have made their statements 
regarding the resignation of the former 
from the cabinet. And both drew com- 
mendation rather than criticism in a par- 
liament where plain-speaking is common 
and full explanations of cabinet changes 
are taken as matters of course. 


The statements were admirably de- 
signed to calm public opinion, not arouse 
it; and to centre public attention on the 
war, to the disregard of personal and po- 
litical interests and incidents. They were 
the speeches of two honorable men su- 
premely concerned in preserving national 
unity in order to preserve national safety. 

Since he was in the position of the “ag- 
grieved party,” particular credit is due to 
Mr. Hore-Belisha for his conduct in diffi- 
cult circumstances, He washed no dirty 
linen, did no whimpering, said nothing to 
cause glee in Berlin or keep tongues wag- 
ging in Britain. He gained from Mr. 
Chamberlain a tribute to his ‘great quali- 
ties,” never better shown, and will suffer 
nothing in public estimation for refusing 
to pose as a martyr. 


Volunteer Money 


The war loan was oversubscribed by 
the close of the second day of sale. While 
this reception was to be expected, the 
prompt response is none the less credit- 
able to the public. Western Canada sent 
in more applications than were looked for 
from this part of the Dominion, which will 
he highly satisfactory to western people. 

The early applicants have done—and 
later ones will do—a good stroke of busi- 
ness, for themselves, for the country, and 
for the Allies. The bonds they obtain are 
the safest of all possible investments. 
There will be no difficulty in financing the 
nation’s war expenditures for the term 
the loan is intended to cover. And the en- 
thusiastic response from people in all sec- 
tions of the Dominion, and of all grada- 
tions of wealth, will be good news to our 
Allies and correspondingly unwelcome tid- 
ings for the enemy. 

If anywhere there was a thought that 
Canada was taking only a formal! part in 
the war, and that we intended to do it on 
the cheap, that misconception is dead. We 
are in this business to see it through, well 
aware that it is going to be frightfully 
costly with no possibility of collecting re- 
parations at the end, and willing to pay 
the price for cur own security and that of 
other peoples. 

That already more bonds have been ap- 
plied for than are to be issued does not 
mean that the sale is over. Those who 
apply later will get their share. For moral 
effect at home and abroad it is to be hoped 
the loan will be subscribed several times 
over before the books are closed. 


The Submarine 


Three British submarines have failed 
to report, and are given up as lost. They 
were not destroyed while skulking along 
the sea lanes to sink German or neutral 
merchant ships; but while hunting enemy 
warships in their home waters. 

That fact should dampen the joy Ber- 
lin may glean from the sinkings. Most of 
its own lost U-boats met their end while 
engaged in the inglorious operation of

cases without regard to the fate of the 
civilian crews and passengers. 

In this war and the other, the German 
admiralty has made the word submarine 
almost synonymous with wholesale mur- 
der and attempted murder; with violation 
of the accepted and prescribed rules of sea 
war; and has earned for it the odium 
which attaches to those who lie in wait for 
helpless prey. Almost, but not quite. 

The Allies have shown and are show- 
ing that criminality does not attach to the 
under-water boat, but to those who oper- 
ate it or those who order their conduct. 
They have done this at the cost of losing 
a military advantage. Many a German 
and neutral ship would have gone to the 
bottom, carrying its crew and passengers 
with it, if British and French U-boats had 
adopted the procedure for which the Nazis 
have set precedents by the score. 

Even Raeder cannot surely ignore that 
fact, or fail to ponder what it signifies, 
while he records the destruction of three 
British submarines engaged in the legiti- 
mate task of trying to destroy his war- 
ships in the Bight of Heligoland. Germans 
to whom humanity and honor still mean 
something will wish their own lost sub- 
marines had ended in like manner. 


Editorial Notes 


People in Switzerland are being urged 
to lay in a two month supply of food, to 
meet “any eventuality.” Switzerland has 
an open road for imports through neutral 
Italy. Its Government seems to think that 
road may not stay open. 


Premier Hepburn seems to be sorry he 
did not succeed in picking a quarrel with 
Prime Minister King, though he says he 
tried ‘with great dexterity.” “Mitch” is 
flattering himself. His technique was 
about as “dexterous” as that of a school 
bully. 


Under the Social Security scheme resi- 
dents of the United States are to draw 
retirement pensions only if they have con- 
tributed to.the funds, and in proporiion to 
the amounts they have paid in. In essence 
the scheme is a device to get people to save 
money in their working years to support 
them in age, Government subsidies and 
employers’ contributions being added to 
increase the amounts of the pensions.

Reporters in Toronto are chuckling at Dale 
Carnegie, They suggest he should read his book 
on how to make friends and influence people. 
For he seems to have forgotten one of the 
axioms of his philosophy. Carnegie made a 
fortune by telling the world never to forget the 


names of friends. Well, in 
CAN CARNEGIE Toronto the other day, he 
BE POLITE? jauntly proceeded to intro- 


duce a friend, in the happy 
siyle of which he is a master, when all of a 
sudden disaster struck him a stunning blow. 
He forgot his name. For the rest of the inter- 
view, Carnegie tried to make amends by call- 
ing his friend by his correct name until even its 
owner must have wearied of its sound. 

Judging by his Toronto interviews, Carnegie 
has more flash than soundness. His recipe for 
the cure of the world’s ills consists in admin- 
istering a generous dose of politeness to 
Europe's dictators. This advice is so inane, so 
utterly pointless, that one may be forgiven the 
suggestion that Carnegie would be sufficiently 
punished if he tried to persuade Mussolini or 
Stalin to emulate the virtues preached in his 
book. 

Two weeks ago Carnegie visited President 
Roosevelt. That may be bad stroke of business 
for the White House. Every time the president 
smiles, his political opponents will see the 
patient tutelage of Carnegie bearing fruit. Mr. 
Roosevelt should never become too intimate 
with Dale Carnegie. He is genial by habit; 
Carnegie only by pose and study.

Guy W. Ballard, American leader of the Great 
I Am Cult, is dead. A former paper-hanger, 
Ballard thought Hitler’s meteoric career cast 
the light of fortune upon all members of that 
craft, He was certain, besides, that fate would 
always be favorable to him. The only thing 

which bothered him was making 
A QUACK up his mind just who he actually 
IS SILENT was. He fancied he was either the 

reincarnation of George Washing- 
ton or of a famous lady opera singer in France. 
Anyway, when he died, he had 700,000 fol- 
lowers. 

Ballard wore a white suit and pink necktie. 
Color had an occult meaning for him. Red 
stood for carnal deeds; black was the ensign of 
evil. His wife wore pink, the sign of a love 
purged of all that is base or worldly. His 
expensive cars were gold or yellow. All in all, 
he was quite a lad. 

In 1929, while hiking in the mountains, 
Ballard claimed he was accosted by a young 
man who “materialized” on the trail and intro- 
duced himself as “St, Germain.” 

According to Ballard, this mysterious figure 
appointed him the accredited messenger of the 
“Great 1 Am Presence” on earth. His doctrine 
was compact of myth and mysticism in about 
equal degree. Many came to listen to his strange 
lectures in which he talked solemn nonsense 
about many things he obviously did not under- 
stand. 

But he had more brains than the paying cus- 
tomers. In fact, he made so much money that 
his wife and son plan to carry on the business 
—beg pardon, the cult.

The most penetrating student of Hitlerism 
in the world is Dr, Herman Rauschning, presi- 
dent of the Denzig senate until he broke with 
his leader, with whose policies he no longer 
agreed. He sees the driving force of the Nazi 
regime in a passion for power expressing itself 
in nihilistic action. In a new book, 
“Hitler Speaks,” Rauschning quotes 
from confidential memoranda he 
has kept of many talks with Hitler 
which show the ideas that swirl in the Chan- 
cellor’'s mind. The value of these revelations, 
dating back to 1932-34, is that they reveal the 
roots from which German policy has sprung 

“How to achieve the moral breakdown of 
the enemy before the war has started—that is 
the problem that interests me,” Hitler told Dr. 
Rauschning. 

“Whoever has experienced war at the front 
will want to refrain from all avoidable blood- 
shed. Anything that helps to preserve the 
precious German blood is good. We shall not 
shrink from the plotting of revolution. Remem- 
ber Sir Roger Casement and the Irish in the 
last war. We shall have friends who will help 
us in all the enemy countries. We shall know 
how to obtain such friends. Mental confusion, 
contradiction of feeling, indecisiveness, panic; 
these are our weapons.” 

“Hitler’s imagination,” said Rauschning, 
“ranged cver the entire world. He would attack 
Britain at all its weakest points, India no less 
than Canada. He planned the occupation of 
Sweden as well as Holland. The latter country 
in particular seemed to him a valuable jumping- 
off ground for air and under-water attacks on 
England. 

“‘In less than eight hours we shall break 
through to their coast,’ he told me in a tone of 
malignart triumph. A situation might arise, he 
explained, in which he might risk a great war. 
In that case he would remain on the defensive, 
and leave it to the enemy to take the first 
aggressive step. On the enemy's doing so, he 
would then seize on Holland, Denmark, Switzer- 
land, and the Scandinavian States, improve his 
strategic positions, and propose peace under 
certain guarantees. 

“If they don’t like it they can try to drive 
me out. In any case they will have to bear 
the main burden of attack.” 

Thus Hitler to Reuschning, whese integrity 
as a witness has publicly been acknowledged 
by leading British statesmen. If the British 
information bureau does nothing else, it should 
arrange to have Rauschning give his message 
to every responsible official in British public 
life without delay.

Hope Springs Eternal! 

Russian Czarist bonds, almost worthless 
since the Communist revolution in that country, 
have suddenly begun to assume some value, pre- 
sumably in the slender hope that should there 
be a restoration of the Russian monarchy, the 
debts of the old regime might be honored. 

That reminds us of a celebrated Canadian 
economist who had such profound faith in the 
permanence of the Czarist regime during the 
early stages of the Great War that hé counselled 
many of his friends and pupils to invest in 
Russian roubles and bonds. If he still has these 
“investments,” he may yet “cash in” on them. 
—Brockville Recorder and Times. 


Midget Submarines 

There are good technical reasons for doubt- 
ing whether Germany will accomplish anything 
with the 50-ton submarines which, according to 
a despatch from Paris, she is about to build or 
rather to assemble from standardized parts. 

Limited to cruises of only four or five days’ 
duration, these “vest-pocket” undersea craft 
would just about reach the lanes of trans-At- 
lantic traffic in mid-ocean when they would 
have to refuel. The harbors and estuaries of the 
British Isles are now so well mined and the con- 
voy system so effective that not much is to be 
expected from activities in waters nearer home. 

If there were any great virtue in these 
midgets, presumably Germany would have built 
them in the last war. As it is, the submarine has 
been increasing in size ever since it was intro- 
dueed, and gaining in seaworthiness until in its 
most highly developed British and French form 
it is now a huge gun-carrying vessel which has 
a cruising radius of several thousand miles.— 
New York Times. 


A Sense of Rumor 

In times when a community is passing 
through a crisis, when reliable information is 
scarce, and yet ‘it is known that important 
events are happening, there is always a tempta- 
tion for people to lose their discrimination in 
the matter of news. Even those who keep their 
sense of humor are liable to add to it a sense of 
rumor, to develop a flair for a scare, and to be- 
come a sort of patent office for wild inventions. 
Too often authority is little better than that 
possessed by the rumor-monger in the rhyme, 
who protested that: 

“Absolute evidence have I none, 

But my aunt's charwoman’s sister’s son 

Heard a policeman on his beat 

Say to a housemaid in Downing Street 

That he had a nephew, who had a friend 

Who knew for a fact that the war would end.” 

No one, of course, would deny that there 
must be, in such circumstances, a natural anxiety 
to learn as many of the facts as possible. But 
citizens should not let their ears play truant at 
every idle tale—or, at the least, might emulate 
the old Yorkshireman, and “hear all, see all, 
say nowt.”—Christian Science Monitor.

The phrase “British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions” is used so frequently now both in print 
and by word of mouth that its origin has become 
a matter of research among politica! historians. 
It has been ascribed to many men, including 
Shakespeare and Tennyson; but the best inform- 
ation is that it was first used by the then young 
Earl of Rosebery on this date (January 18, 1884) 
in a speech at Adelaide, South Australia. 

The talented young Scot, destined from his 
youth for political eminence, had visited the very 
small Canada of 1873, was afterwards under 
secretary to the home office, and during a recess 
from office made a tour of the Australasian 
colonies, then, of course, separate entities, and 
not federated into the commonwealth, Having 
studied the pros and cons of federation, then and 
for 15 years a matter of controversy, the Scot- 
tish statesman told the Australians that they 
were approaching the end of the colonial era and 
said: 

"I claim that this country was established to 
be a nation and that its nationality is now, and 
will be henceforward, recognized by the world. 
There is a further question, and it is this: Does 
this fact of your being a nation imply separa- 
tion from the empire? God forbid! There is no 
need for any nation, however great, leaving the 
empire, because the empire is a commonwealth 
of nations.”

A canned food is a well-cooked 
food which has been made safe by 
sterilizing it with heat. No preserv- 
ative is needed or used. The reason 
that canned food keeps is that the 
tin stops bacteria on the outside 
from entering and the cooking de- 
storys any bacteria on the inside. As 
long as food remains free from 
all bacteria it can not spoil. 

Canned foods opened as long as 
15 years after packing have been 
reported to be perfectly sound and 
of good flavor. 

Th wholesome quality of the food 
is not affected by the tin can, which 
is a thin sheet of steel coated with 
tin. Some foods, such as the red 
fruits; orange juice and corn, are 
put up in special cans lined with 
enamel, as this type of can has been 
found the best to preserve their at- 
tractive appearance. 

Canned fruits come in three 
grades: Fancy, is the first grade and 
means the food is the same as to 
color, size, and ripeness. Choice, or 
Extra-Standard, is the second grade, 
and the third grade is Standard 
which means that the product meets 
all the requirements for a whole- 
some food for your table. 

Vegetables are graded according 
to Fancy, Extra-Standard, and 
Standard, with the exception of 
peas, which may be divided into as 
many as fifteen different grades. 

I recommend canned foods be- 
cause they are one of the safest 
foods you could possibly use, and 
because they contain equally as 
great a quantity of the vitamins 
and minerals, as the same foods 
cooked at home on your own stove 
in an open vessel. In many in- 
stances, these canned foods actually 
are richer in minerals and vitamins 
than home-cooked foods. 

Canned foods fill a special need 
during the winter months by pro- 
viding many attractive non-starchy 
vegetables at a time when the local 
market supply may be limited. I 
suggest that readers follow the 


same advice which I have given} 


patients in my private practice and 


use the canned vegetables freely. 

You will want some of the follow: 
jing upon your kitchen shelves: 
small peas, green lima beans, spin- 
ach, small beets, carrots, string 
beans, aspargus, tomatoes and okra, 
Canned tomatoes are another 
wholesome product and incident 
ally ,are a good source of vitamin 
C. The canned tomato juice and 
pineapple juice are other excellent 
items, The canned vegetables espec- 
jally prepared for infants are a 
great help to mothers. 

Canned foods may be used to ad- 
vantage by both adults and child- 
ren and I believe that the use of 
these foods will provide you with a 
convenient way to add variety to 
your menus, 

Remember, canned foods are both 
safe and clean. In fact, I doubt if 
you could get any cleaner food than 
that which comes from a clean can, 
Put it into a clean dish and I doubt 
if there is anything cleaner on the 
face of the earth. 

We are indeed fortunate in that 
we live in this age when such a wide 
variety of wholesome foods is avail- 
able to us in the form of canned 
goods. The next time you go to your 
grocery store, look over the shelves 
of canned goods and just study how 
many different kinds there are. 
Then choose the varieties you want 
to take home with you.

RAISIN CORNMEAL MUFFINS 


(16 to 18 medium sized muffins) 
Three-quarter cup raisins, 1%} 
cups sifted flour, 2 cups yellow 
cornmeal, 3 teaspoons baking pow- 
der, 1 teaspoon salt, 4 tablespoons 
brown sugar, «4 cup sour milk, 1 
teaspoon soda, 2 eggs, % cup melt- 
ed shortening. 

Rénse raisins in hot water and 
drain, If seeded raisins are used, 
slice in two. Sift together flour, 
cornmeal, baking powder and salt 
Add brown sugar and stir to blend 
Add milk in which soda has been 
dissolved and beat. Add beaten 
eggs and stir. Add shortening and 
Bake in greased 
muffin pans in hot oven (450 de- 
grees F.) for [8 to 20 minutes. 


SOYBEAN NUT BREAD 


Soybean flour is an important 
food. Let’s do a little experiment- 
ing. 

One cup sifted soybean flour, 11% 
cups sifted white flour, 2 table- 
spoons sugar, 3 teaspoons baking 
powder, 1 teaspoon salt, ‘!2 tea- 
spoon cinnamon, 1 cup chopped 
nuts, 2 eggs, 1 cup milk, 4 tabie- 
spoons. melted fat. 

Sift together the dry, ingredients 
and add the nuts, Beat the eggs, 
add the milk, and the fat, then add 
to the first mixture. Let the dough 
stand in a well-greased pan for 20 
minutes. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) for about 1 hour.

OSLO, Jan, 18—Two Norwegian 
ships were reported today to 
have been torpedoed and sunk 
within the past 24 hours. Four- 
teen of the crew of one vessel 
were missing, while all aboard 
the second were rescued. 

Owners of the 1,590-ton Norweg- 
ian steamship Fagerheim reported 
she had been torpedoed in the Bay 
of Biscay while on a voyage from 
South Africa to the United King- 
dom, Fourteen members of her 
|erew were missing. 

A group of survivors from a tor- 
pedoed Norwegian vessel, presum- 
ably the Fagerheim, reached Vigo, 
| Spain, last night aboard the Greek 
merchantman Iris, Five persons 
| were injured, including the captain 
| who had two legs broken. 

Reports were received that a 
second Norwegian ship, the 1,140- 
ton Enid, had been torpedoed and 
sunk within the last 24 hours. She 
was said to have gone down last 
night off the Shetland Islands, north 
of Scotland. All her crew were 
reported saved. 


German Vessel Sinks 


Off Aaland Islands 


STOCKHOLM, Jan. 18.— The 
2,342-ton German steamship Aug- 
ust Thyssen sank today off the 
Aaland Islands at the mouth of 
the Gulf of Bothnia, after striking 
a mine believed to be Swedish. 
The crew took to the boats which, 
at midday, were drifting southward, 
surrounded by masses of broken ice. 
A Swedish warship was trying to 
reach the survivors, 

It was reported that the ship at- 
tempted to pass Understen light- 
house on one of the Aalands without 
a pilot to steer the way through the 
field laid by Sweden and Finland 
between the Aalands and the Swed- 
ish mainland. She was the first 
ship sunk in this mine field. 

The vessel was carrying iron ore 
from the Swedish port of Lulea to 
Germany. —_—- 

LONDON, Jan. 18—The crew of 
the 5,949-ton British vessel Cairn- 
| ross, landed at a southwest port to- 
| day, reported their ship sank with- 
in an hour after striking a mine 
last night off the English west 
coast. There were 48 in the crew; 
all were saved. 

LONDON, Jan. 18—Reuters News 
Agency reported today that the 803- 
ton Danish steamship Olga was 
wrecked on the rocks of southern 
Norway near the Torungen light- 
house.

CIVIL RIGHTS 
MUST BE KEPT 
SPEAKER SAYS 


Civil liberties in Canada must 
be guarded with the utmost vigil- 
ance lest a dictatorship be estab- 
lished here under the guise of 
war expediency, stated Angus 
MacInnis, C.C.F. member for Van- 
ecouver East, addressing members 
of the Edmonton Council of C.C.F. 
clubs at a meeting held Wednes- 
day night at All Saints’ parish 
hall, 

“There is little use winning free- 
dom for democracy abroad if we 
lose democracy at home,” he 
stated. “We cannot allow the gov- 
ernment to take away our liberties 
here, in the hope of extending lib- 
erty in other countries.” 


SOCIAL INJUSTICE 

To preserve democracy at home 
Mr. MacInnis said it would be 
necessary that social justice be es- 
tablished. He said that social in- 
justice was the cause of internal 
national conflict and also of con- 
flict between nations. 

Mrs. Grace MacInnis said the 
present war was the logical outcome 
of the Capitalistic system. C.C.F. 
members had predicted it, but there 
was little comfort in saying “I told 
you so.” The party’s task was to 
adapt itself to the changed condi- 
tions brought about by the war and 
to educate democracy so that the 
system can be replaced by a system 
that will foster social justice.

HEART ATTACK 
JURY IS TOLD, 


Over - Exertion Would 
Cause Death, Bruce 
Inquest Hears 


Coroner's jury 
city police court 
under the direction of Dr. 
Braithwaite, provincial coroner, 
found that fireman William 
Bruce died en route to the Royal 
Alexandra hospital Saturday as a 
result of a heart disorder which 
had been aggravated by inhaling 
smoke while fighting a fire in 
the old Powell Block at the 
corner of 101A avenue and 98 
street. 

Dr. Morton FE. Hall, who con- 
ducted a post mortem examination 
of Bruce's body, said that he found 
Bruce's heart badly disordered so 
that the slightest over-exertion, 
such as running for a street car, 
would have been sufficient to cause 
death. He found that’ Bruce had 
inhaled smoke but not enough to 
have a fatal effect upon a normally 
healthy man, the doctor said. 

Fireman Clyde Watt said that 
Bruce was helping him to pull a 
hose when he said “I’m all in,” and 
collapsed. Other firemen sz2id that 
the smoke was extremely dense 
and told of seeing Bruce collapse. 

Fire Chief James Macgregor 
said that so far as he knew Bruce 
was and always had been in first- 
class physical shape. In giving 
the case to the jury Dr. Braith- 
waite pointed out that dozens of 
people died daily of heart afflic- 
tions of which they were un- 
aware, 

Fireman Bruce was on the roof 
of the St. Elmo hotel, where the 
smoke was heaviest, when he col- 
lapsed. Just before that he had 
helped Fireman Koch to chop a 
hole in the roof of the burning 
block. “The smoke was terrible and 
Bruce got twice as much as I did,” 
Koch told the jury.
